negative. 
The 
ordinance, which increases the fee 
from #25, has been before t lie council 
several times and has attracted con­ 
siderable attention. 
Several 
weeks 
ago it was referred to the board oi 
public safety for amendment. 
This 
amendment providing that public en­ 
tertainm ents such as given by the 
public schools shall not come within 
the scope of the ordinance. 
The ordinance provides that 
all 
shows which charge an admission fee 
o f fifty cents »hall be given a perm it 
to give their perform ance upon the 
payment (A* a license fee of $25 fo r 
each day. 
All shows having an a d ­ 
mission fee of less than fifty cents 
shall be required to pay a license o f 
.$10 per day. 
A ccording to the terms 
o f the ordinance which was passed 
the class o f perform ances including 
moving picture shows shall be re­ 
quired to pay a license of .$2.50 for 
the fir»t day they give a perform ance: 
$2.00 for the second and $1*50 for 
each day thereafter, providing that 
the annual fee shall be $50. 
The ordinance is the outcome o f a 
moving picture fight which was s ta rt­ 
ed several months ago. 
Several o f, 
the eouneilmen were o f the opinion j 
that the M ajestic theatre should not 
be licensed as the other moving p ict­ 
ure shows. 
The proprietors of sev­ 
eral of the sm aller shows objected to 
the ruling and stated That they thought 
that all such shows should be licensed 
the same sum.

were opposed to placing a tax upon 
the M ajestic said that the theatre had 
been erected by local citizens and 
that it had never been a paying in- | 
vestment.
